Reign of Terror Established in Buffalo by
the Strikine Switohmen

MANY FIRES STARTED IN THE YARDS

Oars on Orowdad Tracks Touched Off and
Destroyed with Their Coutents.

ONE PASSENGER TRAIN WAS DERAILED

—

Ewitchs Wers Turned Under It While
Btanding at the Depot.

CITY POLICE AND FIREMEN POWERLESS

Authorities Seem Uttorly Unable to Cope
With the Riotera—=Severnl Men Hurt
in & Fight=Tralus at n
Standstlll,

Burravo, N. Y., Aug, 14.—Thera {s no fur-
ther disgulsing the fact that the strike of
the Ervie & Lehigh Valley switehmen 15 o
serious matter, Itiot and loncondiarism mark
its tidal wave.

Wuether it would have proved so very
serions to tho rallroads to have 150 o 200
men leavo their posts of duely without
warnloe (s not now tho guestion. Property
belong to the rallcond company has beon
oestroyed by ineendiary  fires, men
engnged in the peacolul performance of their
duties in the company's service hayve beon
nssuulted and sent to the hospitals, the move-
mont of trains hus besn seriously Interfered
with nnd the hives of Innocent poarkons, who
were 1 no way connected with the strike
and bud noteven neard of it, have boon en-
dangerad by the derallment of a passenger
train on one of the roads,  Such s the pre-
dicament up to this hour of writing,

Incendinry Fires Brewk Out,

There had bean more or less trouole Satur-
day betweon the strigors and thewr sy mpa-
thizers and the men who wers doing the
strikers' work, aud a rew desultory assaults
had occurred. Things bewan to put on o
more serious aspect ot 2 o'clock this morn-
Ing, when a serles of lucenalary lives broke
out simultaneousiy in the Lihigh Valley
yardd, Lilehteen or wwenty freight cars
filled with wool, ecotton, hay and vurious
other merchandise, two passenger conches
und two walchmen's houses were  boened
among the ears of morchundise. ‘'he  fires
pecurred av places where the fircioen  could
not successfully stay the (lames on necount of
au absence of walter, besidaes the difficulty of
nccess to toe fires,

The water tank adjecent to the coal
trestles was smashed and an engine taking
water thera was wrecked by a string of ten
rupawiay cars thsat bad bean turnsod loose
from the trestlo,

Where the Flames Were Flrat Discovered.

Fire was first discovered in the eastbound
yards east of Dingans street. Here alittle
office building and two or thres freight cars
wors destroyed, At this tlme Yardmaster
Mead discovered flamies in the passouger
conches and turned in an alarm.

In the yards east of Dingans straot firo
raged among the cars of merchandise, It
took the hose from three carts to roach the
flames. The firemen, however, prevented
tho destruction of a grest numboer of cars
and the loss ol perbups bundreds of thou-
sands of dollars worth of property. The cars
destroyed wers ic the midst of n great nuwm-
ber of other card, The firemen uncoupled o
number of cars nnd removed them [rom dan-
wer. A dozen or so of cara were thrown [rom
the Lehigh trucks and o similar number from
the Erie by mispiaced switches,

The trst Intimation of anvihing wrong
was when tbe coal cars wore seu logse ana
demiolished the water'thnk., Then the fires
broke out simultaneously,

Captain Wirtz of the Elovenih precinct
pul o force of & dozen oMeers in the yurd os
soon as the alarn was glven, ‘U'ne oMeers
were unable to ficd any suspleious char-
avters,

That, brlefly, Is what happened up to day-
light this morning. But that was only the
beginning. The strikers, or their sym-
patuizers, havo pulleg pins, turned switches
and driven oftf crews. Four men are at the
hospital badly burt, One was assaulted at 3
o'clock this morning, two others st 11, and
another ot 3 tuls aftornoon,

Cowaridly Waork of Strikers.

Oune of the most cowardly thines done was
tho tbhrowing of switches undor passenger
teatn Noo 17T at Willlam street ot 7:90 this
avenineg, Two passenger coachos wers de-
rilled, bt nobody wis hurt, though wmauy
wers badly frightened,

F'ifty men voarded passenger train No. 8
al 11 o'clocs this morning, dreiving the em-
ployes off. The crew finally succeeded in
gotting the train to the station. Tho mob
took possussion of the Seneca streot switeches
threo or four times during the doy and drove
off the slgnal men,

In tbe Lebigh yards at Cheektowngn to-
night the scenes of lust night wero repeated .

It s plainly Intimated by the Fele ofloiuls
that workmen from the east have been en-
gaged to take the places of the strilers.
Three stalwart policemen were stationed in
the hallway leadiug to the supenotendent's
office touny.

I'ne strikers say thoy are determined to
win the ight and nesert toat the roads are
losing heavily by not baving men to perform
vhe work of the strikers, Thoy say the Frie
is domoralized by the sirike and that every
slde track on the Buffalo division Is com-
pletely blocked.
